greatest enthusiasm p:ivvoker of the 
week to date. 

Through the gloriously melodious 
“La Boheme,” sung with that kind of 
inspired singing which even the great- 
est of singers only give occasionally 
in their careers, Bori, Gigli, Scotti, 
Hunter, Mardones, Didur carried the 
audience, which was-the biggest of 
the week to date, from one outburst 
of uncontrollable enthusiasm to an- 
other. Then came the “Pagliacci,” 
almost as great, with Lawrence Tib- 
bett, another of the young American 
stars, singing the prologue in the 
character of Tonio with power, soft- 
ness and sympathy which again won 
an outburst of handclapping and 
cheers, going so far as to interfere 
with the progress of the singer even. 

This afternoon, the first matinee 
o° the week, brings “Jewels of the 
Madonna,” by Wolf-Ferrari, an opera 
new to Atlenta, but probably the most 
snecessfully received in Europe of any 
written in the past 20 years. A 
strong cast is headed by Florence 
Faston, Giovanni Martinelli, Marion 
Telva and Mario RBasiola, the bari- 
tone who will make his Atlanta debut 


as “Rafaele.” 

Mary Lewis, as “Nedda.” was a 
picture of beauty and displayed a 
voice of sweet and charming tone. 
Her interpretation of Nedda followed 
the conventional type, but appealed 


artists in their annual Atlanta ap- 
pearance this week at the auditorium. 

It was the first time he had been 
in Atlanta since his visit here 12 
years ago, and Mr. Kahn told a Con- 
stitution reporter how he had been 
impressed with signs of commercial 
and industrial development visible 
from the windows of his car. 

“Of course, I knew of the mighty 
program of progress under way here 
from reports and_ statistics,” the 
financier and art patron said.

In addition to professing faith in 
the forward march of Dixie, Mr. Kahn 
discussed his ideas bearing o: opera, 


its appeal to the masses and its de- 
velopment. He struck a popular chord 
—from a southern standpoint at least 
—when he voiced opinion that “music 
isn’t music unless it possesses melody 
and emotional appeal to win the ap-‘ 
proval of the great masses.’ 

“The people en masse have an in- 
fallible power of divining the truth,” 
he continued, “and no matter how 
clever and_ technically perfect an 
opera may be, it has failed if it does 
not appeal to the deeper chords in 
the heart of every man. 

Mr. Kahn, accompanied by a party 
of friends and_ fellow’ directors 
of the Metropolitan, reached Brook- 
wood station at 3:35 o’clock Wednes-

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AGREEMENT MADE 
ON FRENCH Debi, 
DECLARES BRIAND 


By Terms of Pact With 
U. S. Commercial and 
Political Debts Would 
'. Be Merged. 


Paris, April 21, — (P) — Premier 
Briand has informed the foreign af- 
fairs committee of the senate that an 
agreement has been reached in prin- 
ciple between Andrew W. Mellon, 
American secretary of the treasury 
an! M. Berenger, French ambassador 
tu the United States with regard to 
the funding of the French debt to the 
United States. He said that a defi- 
nite agreement soon would be signed. 

By the terms agreed upon commer- 
cial’ and political debts would be 
merged and France would pay annui- 
ties, beginning at $25,000,000 and ris- 
to $100,000,000, until 62 years 
have elapsed, which would be the limit 
for payment. 

While the “safeguard clause’’ is to 
be abandoned, France's capacity to 
pay at any time in the future might

The relinquishment of the “safe- 


guard clause’ aroused yehement pro- 


test from a number of senators, but 
no vote was taken on the question 
since the foreign affairs committee 
did not have the text of the agree- 
ment. The committee will make a 
pronouncement on the question when 
the bill ratifying the debt settlement 
accord comes before it. 


The safeguard clause had to do with 
France’s ability to meet payments 
agreed upon in case Germany should 
default on her reparation payments.

FINAL ARGUMENTS

No Breakdown in Dry 
Sentiment Seen, Despite 
Pages of Testimony by 
Wet Advocates.

Washington, April 21.—Dry mem- 
bers of congress have been left un- 
moved by the senate prohibition in- 
vestigation which is now virtually 
completed except for final arguments 
of the opposing lawyers. 

“I don’t see why people pay any 
attention to these hearings because 
they don’t mean a thing.’’ one leading 
dry senator said after Wednesday’s 
session. 

“Not a thing in the world,’’ anoth- 
er senator. standing nearby echoed. 
“There isn’t a chance of anything be- 
ing done.’’ 

These expressions are typical of the 
firmness with which the drys in con- 
gress regard the pleas for beer aud 
wine. <

thinking, the inference is that the 
pages and pages of testimony which 
have been presented to the senate ju- 
diciary subcommittee have caused no 
breakdown of dry sentiment in the 
country as yet. What the leisurely di- 
gestion of the evidence may produce 
in time is another question. The sig- 
nificant thing is that there has been 
no reaction from the hearings suffi- 
cient to drive the bone-dry politicians 
into their cyclone cellars. Dry candi- 
dates feel confident enough to parade 
their allegiance to the Volstead act 
without apology. 
Emphasizes Difficulties. 

It the hearings have had any effect 
at all on the drys, it has bier in the 
direction of emphasizing the difficul- 
ties of enforcement. Drys have been 
impressed with evidence of this kind, 


but not in the same way the wets 
have been impressed. The drys are 
calling more loudly than ever for a 
new set of molars for the Volstead 
ac.. They want not less enforcement 
and a weaker law, but more enforce- 
ment and a stronger law. Most of 
the difficulties of enforcement de- 
icribed to the senators, are attributed 
by both wets and drys to hostile pub- 
lie sentiment in the affected districts. 


-Wets say that the law should be made 


flexible enough tto accommodate these 
hostile spots. Drys insist that the 
hostile spots be clubbed into submis- 
sion to the law. 

That is the practical issue in the 
prohibition controversy. Theoretically 
the wets want complete repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. but they real- 
ize that is only an idle dream at this 
time, and they are concentrating on 
ar attempt to make the Volstead act 
elastic enough to permit beer and 
mild wine in wet territory. None 
has hdvocated a return of the saloon. 
Suspecting that the underlymg voting 
strength of the country as a whole 
tends to be dry, the wets are holding 
down their demand to the mildest 
form. The significart thing is that it 
is the wets, not the drys, who are 
willing to comprom:se on almost any- 
thing.

|COURT DISMISSES 


GOVERNMENT CASE 


Rum Treaties With Great 
Britain and Norway Af- 
fected Unless Laws En- 
acted, Belief. 


New York, April 21.—Congressional 
action now appears necessary if the 
dry navy is to continue the procedure 
started since the signing of liquor 
treaties with other countries of seizing 
foreign rum ships outside the old 
three-mile limit. 

This was the opinion in legal circles 
Wednesday following a decision by the 
United States court of appeals that 
the treaties under which the govern- 
ment has been boarding vessels vithin 
an hour’s steaming distance of the 
coast do not constitute a law extend- 
ing territorial limits of the United 
| States beyond the famous three-nile 
mark. The “hour steaming” clause has 
resulted in the coast guard seizing 
foreign rum vessels within the 12-mile 
limit. 

Unless the United States supreme 
court reverses the ruling of the court 
of appeals, it would appear that con- 
gress must back up the terms of the 
treaties with laws to cover them. 

Indications that this is so were seen 
in a bill sent to congress this week 
by General Andrews, dry enforcement 
chief, proposing that provisions for 
the further limit be written into the 
statutes. 

Rum Treaties Affected. 

Unless the law is enacted the 


treaties with Great Britain and Nor- 
way are seriously affected, if not in- 
valid. 

Wednesdays’ decision was given in 
connection with libel proceedings 
brought by the government against the 
Norwegian. steamer Sagatind, which 
coast guard eutters captured 40 miles 
out with a large cargo of liquor. 

The action against the Sagatind was 
dismissed, as were similar proceedings 
against the British steamer Dia- 
mantia. 

“We are not called on to consider 
the international effect of our statutes 
or the power of congress to prescribe 
what is commonly called the 12-mile 
limit,” the court of appeals decision 
said. 

“Nor are we required to pass on 
congressional authority specifically to 
extend our customs, internal revenue 
and prohibition laws to a distance at 
sea measured by the speed of ‘a hypo- 
thetical boat, for nothing of the kind 
has been attempted, but we do hold 
that no such extension of territorial 
jurisdiction is created by the treaties.” 


NAME OF CALLES

If either General Calles or Gen- 
eral Obregon should decide to enter 
the presidential race, it would be nec- 
essary for congress to amend the con- 
stitution, which provides against a 
second term.

SOUGHT IN DEATH 
OF SLAIN NEGRO 


Sheriff’s Posse Sets Fire 
to Home in an Effort To 
“Smoke” Fugitive Out 
of Retreat. 


Fayetteville, Ga., April 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Barricading himself in his 
home near here and defying arrest 
after he had wounded a Fayette coun- 
ty officer, Clint Brown, 60, a farmer 
living about five miles from Fayette- 
ville, was burned to death tonight 
when officers set fire to the house in 
an effort to dislodge him. 

Brown was sought on a warrant 
sworn out against him in connection 
with the death of a negro who was 
found slain in his kome Tuesday 
morning. 

Sheriff B. W. Adams with Fayette 
County Policeman George Mitchell, 
were at the head of “the arresting 
party and officers from Campbell | 
county also went to aid them tonight 
in taking Brown. 

After the officers had surrounded 
the home occupied by Brown, he fur- 
ther refused to surrender, according 
to Sheriff Adams, and the house was 
set on fire as a last resort to “smoke” 
him out and effect his arrest without 
bloodshed. 

However, the sheriff stated, after 
the tire had gotten beyond control, it 
was realized that Brown did not in- 
tend to leave the building and it was 
too late then for the officers to at- 
tempt to enter the building and rescue 
him. 

Tuesday morning the body»*of Rich 
Neely, a negro, was found dead in his 
cabin on the farm of Brownie Wil- 
liams, five miles west of Fayetteville. 
He had two gunshot wounds in his 


shot at close range. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury 
was that the negro came to his death 
at the hands of unknown parties, but 
suspicion in the case caused a war- 
rant to be issued for George Thomas, 
a white farmer living in the neighbor- 
hocl of the Williams farm. He was 
arrested and, according to Sheriff 
Adams, confessed to hrs part in the 
killing of the negro and implicated 
Brown, who is his cousin. 

A warrant was sworn out today for 
Brown and when Sheriff Adams and 
County Policemen Dickson and Mitch- 
ell went to his home, Brown is said 
to have opened fire on the officers, 
several shots striking Dickson. Brown 
then defied arrest and barricaded him- 
self in the home in which he lives 
alone, armed, officers said with a shot- 
gun and a pistol. 

After caring for tlre injured officer, 
Sheriff Adams called for help and the 
officers from Campbell county went ; 
to assist him in arresting Brown. 

Brown was not married. 


GRADE CROSSING

Agreement Passed by 
House Several Weeks 
Ago Now Only Needs

GREATER VICTORY 
THAN EXPECTED 


Ballot Not Indication of 
Fight Which Has Been 
Raging for Weeks in 
Senate.

Washington, April 21.—Congress 

has provided for settlement of the 
Italian war debt of over $2,000,000,- 
000 on terms negotiated by the 
American debt funding commission, 
the senate ratifying Wednesday the 
pact which was approved several weeks 
ago by the house. [President Coolidge. 
already has given assurances that he 
will sign the bill providing for set- 
tlement. 

The vote was not as close as had 
been expected, 54 to 33, and was not 
a good indication of the fight which 
has raged on the senate floor for a 
month, duriag which Premizr Musso 
lini has been severely criticzed and 
the terms described as amounting vir- 
tually to cancellation. 

After it had ratified the Italian 
settlement, the senate made the Bel- 
gian debt-funding agreement the un- 
finished business. The house hag 
ratified the settlement with Belgium, 
as well as with four other countries, 
Rumania, Czeeho-Slovakia, Esthonia 
and Latvia, which will be taken up 
in turn by the senate. 

Ratification of the settlement with 
Italy, which provided more lenient 
terms than have been granted to other 
debtor nations, was regarded as pavy- 
ing the way for liberal terms to 
France, the only major debtor which 
has not yet come to terms.

The bonds specified that they were 
payable in Confederate curreney er 
jcurrency of the state of Georgia. 

“At the end of the war. Georgta 
was forced to adopt the Uth, 14th 
and 15th amendments to the nation- 
al constitution, these amendments be 
ing designed to give the slave free- 
dom, rights of e¢itizenship and rights 
of suffrage. The fourteenth amend- 
j-ment—-part of the federal constitu- 
tion—expressly provides that it ghall 
be illegal for any state in the Union 
to retire obligations ineurred tn sup- 
port of rebellion. Therefore, the 
fourteenth amendment kills the elaims 
so far as Georgia is concerned.” 

Mr. MeLendon added the interest- 
ing information that Georgia ratified 
this partienlar amendment twice in 
the adoption of its constitution in 
18SGS prior to reentry into the Union. 

“Not a single one of the state war 
bonds was sold in Europe,” he fur- 
ther said.

Virtually the highest prices oi. the 
day prevailed in the wheat market 
at the last. Complaints of dry weath- 
er were the dominating influence and 
were accompanied by assertions that 
a good deal of reseeding of spring 
wheat would be almost ‘inevitable. 
Under such circumstances, commis- 
sion house buying became of liberal 
proportions, and the July delivery 
in particular scored a sharp rally 
from a decline which earlier in the 
day had pulled prices down. Unfa- 
vorable crop advices from Missouri 
and Indiana aided the advance, much 
more than offsetting the market in- 
fluence of beneficial rains in the 
southwest, and of scattered showers 
in Canada. 

Lowest prices were made at the 
start, when indications gointed to 
something of a lull in KFuropean de- 
mand for shipments from North Amer- 
ica. Later, however, trans-Atlantic 
bids for Canadian wheat appeared to 
be on a working basis. In this con- 
nection, the fact was noted that the 
official estimate of the wheat crop 
of India is 2,000,000 bushels less 
than last year, and is less than the 
country’s actual domestic needs. Sig- 
nificance was also attached to advices 
that but little wheat is now available 
in Duluth except for millers, either 
at Minneapolis or east. On the other 
hand, it was reported that a charter 
was made at Fort William, Ont., to- 
day for 120.000 bushels of wheat to 
be brought to Chicago.

Miss Hunter, one of Atlanta’s favor- 
ites, was a charming and vivacious 
Musetta. She sang with much 
abandon, and made the Waltz song 
in the second act one of the memorable 
features of the evening.
